when. the wind reached its height. 
The accompanying hall and rain did 
heavy damage to crops and vegetation 
of all kinds.

houses and dwellings, uprooting trees 
and playing havoc with' vegetation ot 
all kinds.

Belated dispatches reaching Mem- 


phis early today • confirm previous-re- 
ports as to. loss 'of 'life, personal in- 
jury and property damage resulting 
irom the storm of wind, rain, and hail 
which'swept through'North -Alabama 
and middle and-western Tennessee last 
night. • 


As to the monetary. loss an-accu- 


rate estimate is as yet .impossible, be- 
cause of the confusion, the remote 
sections through -'which .the storm 
passed and the interruption ' of wire 
communication. 


Madison, 
Tenn., 
was 'practically 


wiped from the may. by fire after the 


.-. passing of the storm.

town is largely •'smouldering . embers, 
but few buildings escaping the flames.

Deeply Concerns the People. 


/'While' ilr. Crane's official. relations 


are' definitely elided," said Mr. Fisher, 
"there are many things connected with 
this 'matter of such a character and 
importance that the American people 
must "continue to be very deeply con- 
cerned-'in them.

"So far as-the personal dignity-and 


official embarrassment • that 
has oc- 


iiurred has been- due "to publicity, the 
responsibility is on . the • department ~of 
state'and not-on Mr.'Crane. He did 
not. even • trust his telegram to' -the 
president'to .the ordinary agencies, but 
tbok^it-'to -'the president's secretary to 
be' sent- in cipher. .

Didn't Talk a Bit. . 


.' "In • the long ride across the- conti- 
nent to'Washington Mr.'Crane did not 
mention-the reason for his recall. He 
could not,'as he-did'not see it.until 
the day after he reached Washington. 
' "It. is due-to Mr. Crane also to note 
that .in carrying .out'the president's 
wishes! that-he should do some vigor- 
ous public speaking,. arid the essence 
of' instructions .from the; state depart- 
ment, Mr. Crane carefully 
confined 


himself to the''lines .'laid. down, by'Mr. 
Taft himself in his. famous Shanghai 
speech, ringing .with ' vigorous 'Amer- 
icanism, and so definitely friendly to 
Chinese that it ended 'all talk of the 
dismemberment of China. . When ' he 
'let them have it hot* Mr. Crane talked 
only of the common interests of'Arner- 
iea.and China,' and he.received no .crit- 
icism from the department of state."

playgrounds and park approaches may 
properly .be divided into t'wo sections. 

Im- 
provement of what Fort Wayne al- 
ready has in this line; In the second, 
the additions that arc needed In order 
to develop out of the present isolated 
units a system. It is well to recognize 
Ht oticft the two-fold 
character 
and 


function of this kind of city property. 
Jlost persons will say1 that a park is 
designed to be beautiful. So It is. but 
its purpose Is also actively to serve. 
Passive beauty alone must not be the 
end Bought in the system, as a whole, 
and In an Industrial city particularly 
there Is need that the 
park 
system 


furnish recreative facilities. 
So 
the 


"improvement" of existing park lands 
ought not to deal simply with their 
landacapo development. 


Entrance It Disappointing. 


Beginning with Swinney park, and 


approaching 
It 
from 
Washington 


boulevard, the.entrance is disappoint- 
ing and unworthy. You are driving 
out a beautiful residence street which 
la to terminate, you are told. In the 
principal park. 
Suddenly the fine 


street is blocked by some trees and 
bushes which grow directly across It 
and only partially hide the view of a 
stretch of low, waste lond lying beyond 
the practically invisible river. As you 
search for tho park, you see a road 
that leads off somewhere to the left 


stream as narrow as the St. Mary's 
river Is scenlcally just as important as 
the near bank. It Is the frame to the 
picture; Indeed it, more than the park 
in which one stands, lg the picture, the 
open stream putting it In clear view 
and making It the thing one looks at. 
Setting out to create a beautiful gal- 
lery, one would not think that a lovely 
rug under one's feet would excuse bare 
or hideously daubed walls. The hang- 
ing of the walls with beautiful pictures 
is certainly no less Important than- is 
the rug. So in a. park, not the place 
on which one stands so much as the 
thing one looks at counts. 


Littla Thought of Outlook. 


But in Swinney park there seems to 


have been little thought of the out- 
look. For the park's Bake, to preserve 
to It the beauty which is Its right, the 
park boundaries should lie over the 
crest of the further shore—not where 
Main street alone,Is border, but as far 
as the river circles. For the most part, 
such addition would now cost very lit- 
tle.

wild-flower 
border 
the 


meadow and river could meet. Then 
there would not be need to block Wash- 
ington boulevard with an Ineffectual 
screen ot shrubs. 
There would be at 


once a, scene of openness and spacious- 
ness, a real park scene, at Ihe street's 
end. And two tall trees—spruces, per- 
haps—standing on either -side 
the 


boulevard terminus, would frame the 
picture and mark the entrance. Then 
the road that curves away to the left 
would not seem as now an insignificant 
by-path, hut would take Its rightful 
placo as obviously a park drive. 


Lake Fails to Please. 


'Further -within the park, the lake, 
which ought to bo a land scape fea- 
ture of great beauty, 
fails ' now to 


please. 
AVhat I shall say of this 1'ake 


applies as well to that In Reservoir 
park. Did you ever see t'heir like in 
nature—or.-anwyhero outside a barn- 
yard? A pool with canal-bank shores 
is not the proper landscape ideal—not 
even with an island in It. I have seen 
children make a sort of mud-pie island 
In the middle of a water-filled excava- 
tion in the seashore sand, and then 
stick a few twigs on the 'island, with 
an.effect quite like that at Reservoir 
park, 


Xow, the park commissioners . are 


not the ones to blame. They are serv- 
ing the citizens with 
self-sacrificing 


interest, and undoubtedly in their study 
of the parks have already 
made to 


themselves the criticisms here sub- 
mitted. ' But thej', are not landscape 
architects; their lives have been given 
to other, subjects; 
their duties are 


properly -administrative. The people 
have no right to hold them responsl 
ble 'for landscape failings if they arc 
not given the money .with which to re 
tain expert advice and wllh which tr 


A mean, little Iron-girder footbridge 


leads from the grove to the opposite 
(able land. From a section of West 
Main street from which one could al- 
most throw a stone Into Swinney park, 
one must now, if he would enter the 
park by vehicle, drive a full mile. To 
a rapidly, developing section of the 
city, this is not the degree of acces- 
sibility which the park Investment 
warrants. If one will walk, he can en- 
ter the park at closer distance by the 
iron foot-bridge—and in so doing fancy 
that he is crossing a moat to enter a 
dungeon! But such-Is not the Impres- 
sion which a park entrance ought to 
convey. 


That a new bridge, and one which is 


wida enough for driving, is needed 
here, Is manifest A suggestion that it 
might be of concrete I cannot endorse 
with enthusiasm. 
Concrete bridges 


are essentially architectural composi- 
tions, and any formalism here, where 
one terminus would 'be a quiet resi- 
dence street and the other a shadowy 
wood, could only be a false note. The 
required length is not great, and a rus- 
tic-seeming wooden bridge is prac- 
ticable and would blend far better with 
the environment. 
• - 


Park Entrance «t Main Street. 


With good city-planning a "few years 


ago. the streets at the eiid of the foot- 
bridge, in the bend 'of the river south 
of Main street, would "have been given 
high-class 
residential 
.development. 


Even now, the conditions will probably 


sreatly Improved with the. building 


f an attractive and adequate entrance 
ore to the park, with the acquirement 
ar pnrk purposes—as proposed in oUs- 
ussing the Washington boulevard ap- 
roacli—of the low land at the apex of 
he triagle, and with the development 
t Bluff street. 
For, with the littie 


ract thus -park-bordered on three 
Ides, protected absolutely froni en- 
roachnient of any "unwelcome kind, it 
Hll become a natural extension to the 
ilgh-class residence section to the °ast 


the hideous pole which now serves as 
standard;, the toilet facilities of the 
building would eliminate other of the 
park's objectionable features and the 
plain, wholesome food, the hot tea 
and coffee, the cool temperance drinks 
would simplify picnics and thus in- 
crease th«ir number. The rental of 
th* concession 
should pay at least 


maintenance and Interest charges on 
the building. This being so, all the 
convenience and comfort the building 
brings would cost park and people 
nothing. 


Spot Would Be Popular. 


My conception of the use of this 


part of the ground is that many a 
family picnic would gather here; that 
thither would come from the formal 
playground children tired of exercise, 
to eat their lunch, play In the shade 
and listen to 
stories; that children 


from the West Main street section—to 
whom Ihls portion of the park would 
be much nearer than the playground 
proper—would ' find here opportunity 
for play In the old-fashioned sense, 
with no great walk to the parallel 
bars and the giant 
stride, 
if they 


sought for exercise. 


This would be th« place for other 


moods.than those to which sunshine, 
bright flbwers and moving apparatus 
appe&l. For young and old- to come 
here would mean not getting tired; 
but getting rested, and even in their 
play the -children here would scatter 
rather than crowd, while tho older 
folk would assemble in small groups. 
A» we study tho parks of Fort Waype 
we shall note their unusually excel- 
lent distribution, such that none is 
obliged to serve the whole community, 
catering to far-gathered 
thousands, 


but each can pre-eminently draw from 
and serve its own neighborhood—as 
this plan suggests 'that Swinney park 
will do. 


I have spoken of Swinney park at 


greater length than I shall discuss -the 
other reservations. It Is larger than 
any other, has been the most develop- 
ed and is the most popular, and so It 


on a moonlight night. What other In- 
diana city would offer to Its people 
such a pleasure ground, and with what 
reason could Fort Wayne then mak« 
claim to the title of City Beautiful?'

Lawton Park Radically Wrong. 


Lawton park, which is next in size 


»nd completeness ot development to 
Swinney park is, I consider, more 
radically wrong. 
The adopted plan 


of development is 'the most expensive 
that can be given to a park. No city 


ut a very large and rich one could 
ftord to .transform forty acres Into a 
arflen and adequately keep it up with 
eddlng plaiits. Yet that is the goal 
vhlch Fort Wayne, with its meager 
llowance and great park needs, has 
et itself. 
Necessarily, there Is fail- 


ure. 


bed at high water, can be lifted when 
it is desired to raise the water's level. 
There 
IB no serious difficulty «» to 


that. An* with the park extended to 
the river, there would virtually b« 
added to Its area not only the ri\wr 
area. In Itself a large and useful addi- 
tion, but the tract of land which the 
city already owns on the east side »f 
Clinton street, across from the ball 
grounds, for very little expense would 
extend the latter holding to the river. 
Thus would Lawton park be brought 
within almost a quarter of a mile of 
the court house, and made useful and- 
beautiful. 


. 
Place for Athletic Field. 


Regarding the land which the city 


now owns sast of Clinton street, Its 
greatest ciVlc usefulness would lie in 
its development as ah athletic field. 


Two other uses have been proposed: 


As a. market site, and as a children'^ 
playground. 
For the latter us/ It 


seems unfitted py location. Host of 
the children would have to be g«sjit a 
considerable distance to reach it. and 
the journey would lie through streets 
from which children are best kept out. 
Those approaching it from the south 
would have to cross the railroad, while 
children coming from the north—to 
whom Lawten park would be much 
more accessible—would have to skirt 
a.railroad and cross the river. At Des 
Moines, a plat very similarly situated, 
but much more attractive with Its big- 
trees, and fully equipped by the city 
with apparatus and with an unusually 
good rest house, has now Ijeen aban- 
doned because, owing to such location, 
the children could not, or would not, 
go to it. 


For the market-purposes the tract's 


location is better adapted. But no rail- 
road touches it; to place the market 
here will be to draw Into the now con- 
gested business streets, that sort of

Planting to Hide Railroad. 


One of the purposes of A park Is "to 


provide relief and 
ropose 
to city- 


wearied senses." Yet at the south end 
of Swinney park tho trains that are 
constantly thundering past are uncon- 
cealed. And not only that, but they 
are on an embankment which has the 
effect of placing them .on a stage, and 
so of making them an even more dom- 
inant feature 
than 
they 
otherwise 


would be. This is dcstructix-e to "re- 
lief and repose." Neither railroad nor 
park Is to be given up, but the railroad 
can be hidden by planting,' At Edge- 
water park In Cleveland precisely a 
like condition was presented and suc- 
cessfully met. There Is no necessity 
that the railroad should be seen from 
Swinney park._ 


At the north end. where, in 
the

This -section is already 


finding Itself cramped and needing 
iuch place for overflow. This tract, 
:oo, Is in convenient touch with k 
business street on which is a direct 
car llns to the center of the city.

.he suggested changes the tract should 
furnish home sites that will be greatly 
esteemed. 


What a Bridge Would Mean. 


As to- Swinney park; we should note 


what a bridge adequate for' driving 
would-mean if placed there. 
It will 


mean that persons entering the park 
from Garden street or Washington 
boulevard, and circling though the 
grove will not need to leave it as the> 
entered, simply retracing- their step's 
There will be . created a. 'loop drive 
Having taken the present park circuit 
they can cross the bridge, turn south 
again by way of Mechanic street to the 
suggested low nieadow.- skirt its north- 
ern edge by a 'short link to be con- 
structed, and .so join Bluff 
street 


which, bordering on the.river and al 
most a parkway alreadyi joins Wes 
Main street at the .west end of th 
bridge. 


As a drive is now being developed on 


the river's east bank, from Washing 
ton boulevard to Berry street—one o 
the best things ever done in For 
Wayne—and is almost sure to be car 
isied as far as ,Maln. both banks wl 
here be protected and a complete park 
oOp drive thus established. With all 
heae changes, Swinney park would be 
quite remade from a landscape point 
of vle'W. But its function Is not sim- 
ply to be looked at, or to give pleasure 
only to those who drive. It has, or 
ought to have. a. recreative function. 


Playground Sites There. 


There-are two admirable playground 


The Lake Shire railroad, which a 


hedge of p'oplars planted five or six 
eet apart ori the west side of North 
'lintori "street, would easily hide, is in 
ull sight; the three driveways are 
aid as..straight as engineering could 
make'them, with-no gractKof curving 
ine, no suggestion' of loitering, no in- 
vitation .to note the border—only the 
unworded 
but^ positive injunction: 


'Watch the road and get out of the 
park as quickly as possible." 
The 


sm'ali iron . bridge .that crosses Spy 
Run is almost as bad as'is possible; 
:he rockery, whjph is designed to be 
ah accent to the end of the bridge, is 
Hidden b'y untrimmed trees, and .even 
Spy-Run"-js neglected, to appear ac- 
cording to season as an unfortunate 
ditch or as a roystering intruder. Nor, 
finally, is the adopted style of develop- 
ment, even though perfectien were at- 
tainable, that which would best serve 
the neighborhood. 
t 


Ought to Be Replanned. 


Lawton park ought to be replanned 


on 'an entirely different scheme. 
A 


loyal and public-spirited citizen, hav- 
ing the means and inclination to bene- 
fit his fellows, could hardly do for 
Fort Wayne a better or mOre popular 
thing than to make possible the sort 
of development Lawton park ought to 
have. It Is trite to say that in so do- 
Ing, he would build himself a monu- 
ment to which the years would only 
add worth and beauty. 
' 
| 


The first thing to be done would be 


to extend the. area 'of tha park to the 
river, from Spy Run avenue to North 
Clinton street. 
In the seeming, this 


would bring the park very near to the 
center.of tho city, for entrance could 
then bo arranged at almost the ends 
ot tho bridges on Clinton street and 
Spy Run avenue, doing: away with the 
necessity of traversing 
those unat- 


tractlva and narrow streets in order 
to reach the park. North of the river 


traffic which most impedes traffic-and 
most litters highways; it will be'to add 
serlo'usly to the congestion on' fltty-foot j 
North Clinton street, and on a bridge 
that is too'narrow for sidewalks,-'and 
thus to impose a greater barrier to the 
general uses of Lawton park. It will 
mean, too, the abandonment, for tha 
sake of a market, of the idea of that. 
larger, more beautiful and more use- 
ful'park which would include .the river. 


Much to Recommend It, 


But the 'development of . municipal 


athletic grounds on this tract is un- 
affected by.these several objections to 
other uses, and has much to recom- 
mend it—especially,' as I have already 
suggested, the circumstance that this 
use 
would practically . annex tt 
to 


Lawton park, should -file latter be ex- 
tended to the river. In an industrial 
city provision for healthful 
outdoor 


exercise for emp^yes is a real neces- 
sity, advisable for economic and social 
reasons as well as for those affecting 
health. With the increased specializa- 
tion of la»or, -which is more and more 
limiting' the employes .to piece work, 
in -which throughout the long day a 
single group of muscles is exercised by 
the TvorXer, there is great need of a 
chance 
for, mechanics,. clerks, and 


workers of all sorts to play baseball 
and other games, and to use ths 
simpler gymnastic apparatus that may 
bring all muscles into play. 
They 


should noE 'only be able to do this free- 
ly, but to do it without sense of obliga- 
tion to any philanthropic association 
or sect, in the aggregate' these men, 
many of whom own their own homes,'• 
pay directly or indirectly a consider- 
able sum In taxes. 
These 'go for ail 


kinds of purposes, some of which little 
affect them, and they can properly 'de • 


sites. One is at the south end of the 
park, near Garden street 
entrance. 


This is bright and sunny, the tract Is 
ah independent composition, so that 
no apparatus placed here would be an 
Intrusion on the shadowed picture In 
the r'.v«r bend, and the location Is very 
close to the. homes—the latter point an 
important ons in providing for little 
children. 


Herei too, there are admirable sites; 


for teftnis courts. 
The grove also 


presents a playground possibility, but 
my suggestion would be the encour- 
agement there ot quieter and less ar- 
tlcial feind of play. For example, th? 
outdoor 
gymnastic 
apparatus, 
the 


popular chute, or slide, for little chil- 
dren: even, in my Judgment, the satia 
bases should be relegated to the south 
and site. But what a place Is this for 
luncheon uiraer the trees: for games ol 
"Prisoner's Base." of "Hidc-nnd-go- 
seek" among one's friends: for listen- 
ing to stories ot fairies or robbers, for 
confidences, Mr reading, lor solitary

Brings Alluring Possibility. 


But with the addition of the low. 


flooded, marshy lands that now lie be- 
tween the park and the river—lands 
which only a long lapse ot time or 
larte expense can give commercla: 
value>-there would be open an alluring 
possibility of many isl«a lagoons, of ft 
beautiful and unusual and withal mo? 
central people's park, lovely at every 
hont, but a veritable dream of biauti 


mand that from the park appropriation 
a share be set aside to provide ex- 
pressly for their needs. This demand 
employers might 
well endorse, • tor 


there results from su»h provision, with , 
its social and moral as. well as muscu- 
ar benente, an uninj,stakable Increasa, 
n the efficiency of labor. 


Importance to Manufacturers. 


Indeed, there should be a considera- 


.ion of the growing and significant fre- 
quency with which, manufacturers, In • 
seeking locations for th.eir plants, now 
add to the subjects of their inquiries e. 
question as to the municipality's pro- 
vision of parks and recreative facll-' 
ties. In more than one'case a. city has 
gained a great establishment because 
t made a belter showing in this re- 
spect than did iU neighbors. If such a 
recreative fleld is to be developed by 
Fort Wayne, as it certainly ought to 
be. there manifestly could be no more 
conveniently and harmlessly central a 
site for It than on this ground which 
the city .already owns east of Clinton", 
street.
